The royal 
family were at Villa VI co sa entertain­

formance at the theater, while many 
of the chief functionaries of state were 
present at a hall at one of the lega 
finns. 
The police discovered what was in 
the wind early in the evening and sur­ 
rounded and raided a house where 
the ringleaders in the plot were con­ 
ferring

doors the lights were extinguished ami 
in the confusion that followed most 
of the conspirators manage*! to es­ 
cape 
Several of them, however, were 
captured, including the lender, .foao 
Chagra*. a republican journalist who 
was prominent in the republican re 
volt of IWM; Franca Borger, editor of 
a newspaper, and a merchant named 
GrendeJla 
A case of revolvers and 
bombs was found In the cellar. 
A general alarm wa* immediately 
sent out ami while lh** prisoners were 
tieing taken to jail troops began to 
appear front all directions.
